His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the Assembly 
and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY : 


It is my privilege and pleasure to welcome you to the Third 
Session of the Seventh Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


In surveying the events of the past year we recall with 
pleasure that in September we had the honour to welcome Their 
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Excellencies, the Earl and Countess of Bessborough, on the occa- 
sion of their first official visit to Alberta. We are glad that they 
were able to see a very considerable part of our Province, and 
our people were happy to be given an opportunity of extending 
to Their Excellencies a very cordial welcome. 


I need not remind you that since you were last assembled, 
this House has suffered a great loss in the sudden and untimely 
death of the Hon. Vernor Smith, the late representative of the 
Constituency of Camrose. He will be remembered as an able and 
devoted Minister of the Crown, while his wide human sympathies 
and his kindly personality won for him to an unusual degree the 
esteem and affection of his fellow citizens. 


You will, I am sure, approach your duties with a full realiza- 
tion of the extent to which the general economic condition of 
the world continues to affect all people both urban and rural. 
Now entering upon its fourth year, the depression, which has so 
seriously affected all nations, as yet shows but little sign of 
abatement. Invariably, such depressions bear most heavily upon 
areas which depend primarily upon agriculture, and their effect 
is most severe in regions such as Western Canada whose chief 
commodities can find an adequate outlet only in export markets. 
The notable successes obtained by Alberta producers at the 
Toronto Royal and the Chicago International shows, and the 
high quality of the large crop garnered last fall, have again 
demonstrated the agricultural possibilities of this Province. But 
although a larger crop was harvested than in the preceding year, 
the prevailing prices for all agicultural products have been so 
low that the purchasing power of our producers has shown but 
little, if any, increase. 


Faced with the possibility of a still further decline in revenue 
as a result of these conditions, my Government has been unable 
during the past year to carry on any substantial development 
work. Its major task has been to maintain, as far as possible, 
existing essential services and to the extent of its financial 
ability and of its jurisdiction to ameliorate distress among our 
people. 

As a result of agreements made with the Dominion Govern- 
ment, which you will be asked to ratify, the Municipalities of 
the Province have been assisted in carrying on a policy of direct 
relief to needy families. A Commission has been appointed to 
administer relief to single men and transients, thus relieving 
the Municipalities of a substantial burden. An Advisory Com- 
mittee was appointed to enquire into the administration of 
relief, and to co-ordinate relief measures as administered in the 
various Municipalities. The report of this Committee will be 
placed before you. At the recent Dominion-Provincial Con- 
ference at Ottawa my Government offered to the Government of 
Canada a full measure of co-operation in any reasonable national 
scheme of unemployment insurance. 


Through conferences held with representatives of the Mort- 
gage Loans Associations concessions were obtained which have 
assisted our agricultural producers in meeting certain of their 
financial obligations. The adjustment and liquidation of private 
debt continues, however, to be a problem of major importance, 
and in order further to assist our people in maintaining them- 
selves until economic conditions have improved you will be asked

to give consideration to a revision of The Debt Adjustment Act. 
as well as to legislation providing for a consolidation of arrears 
of taxes. As another remedial measure my Government has 
urged upon the Government of Canada the desirability of calling 
a conference of the major wheat exporting countries In order 
that decreased production and other problems vital to the inter- 
ests of wheat growers may be discussed. Certain amendments 
to The Bankruptcy Act were also suggested to the Government 
of Canada which, in the opinion of my Government, would great- 
ly facilitate the liquidation of private debts in meritorious cases. 


The Conservation Board appointed pursuant to legislation 
passed during the last Session to enquire into the wastage of 
gas in the Turner Valley and to bring about unified operation of 
the wells has, notwithstanding many difficulties, completed its 
duties. The report and recommendations of the Board will be 
placed before you for your consideration. 


Notwithstanding the serious economic situation the health 
of our people was in general exceptionally good. While com- 
plete vital statistics for the year are not yet available a pre- 
liminary survey indicates a remarkable freedom from outbreaks 
of communicable diseases and the lowest death rate from this 
cause in the history of the Province. The Committee appointed 
pursuant to a resolution of the last Session to enquire into State 
Medicine hag held a number of meetings during the year and its 
report will be available for your consideration at an early date. 


In sharp contrast to the many discouraging aspects of the 
times, one thing stands out with a certainty that is most heart- 
ening, that is, the determination of our people to carry on. This 
determination has been conspicuously manifest in the field of 
education, for in spite of difficulties, the achievement of the 
previous year, which set new records with respect to length of 
period of operation of schools, regularity of attendance and 
average level of attainment of pupils, has been surpassed. These 
gratifying results are striking evidence of the courageous spirit 
with which, in the face of adversity, school boards, municipal 
councils, taxpayers and teachers have met the difficult task of 
maintaining our schools. 


A number of measures will be brought before you dealing 
with matters of general importance, and amending certain Sta- 
tutes. The Annual Reports of the various Departments of the 
Government will also be submitted to the House in due course. 


The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year and the Esti- 
mates for the coming year will be submitted for your considera- 
tion. These estimates will reflect the continuance of the policy 
of my Ministers to exercise every economy compatible with the 
proper administration of the Province until more favourable 
economic conditions shall have materially augmented the current 
Provincial revenues. 


Although hopes of a speedy return of prosperity have hither- 
to proven illusory, there are many signs of a growing realiza- 
tion of the gravity of the world crisis and the necessity of inter- 
national action to meet it. The approaching world economic 
conference may therefore well prove to be a definite turning 
point that will mark the beginning of national and international 
adjustments in the fields of trade and finance which may be the 
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beginning of a brighter day. In the meantime the task which 
confronts my Ministers and to which your deliberations will be 
turned at this Session is so to deal with the affairs of the Prov- 
ince that no ill-considered action of today shall jeopardize the 
welfare of the future. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session, with full con- 
fidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and re- 
sponsibilities in the best interests of the general welfare of the 
Province, and I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless 
your work.

On, sections of main highways consisting entirely of 
earth and maintained as such, the minimum maintenance 
cost per mile for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1932, 
was $55.05, while the maximum cost for the same ‘period 
was $162.17, this variation being dependent largely upon 
type of road, weather conditions and volume of traffic. 
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(b) The same remarks and explanations apply as in earth 


(c) 


roads. 

On main highway sections consisting entirely of gravel 
and maintained as such, the minimum cost per mile for 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1932, was $145.54, while 
the maximum cost for the same period was $656.57. 
These figures include all maintenance charges except re- 
placement. As replacement of gravel is required at in- 
tervals of from two to five years dependent upon nature 
of soil, quality of gravel, and volume of traffic, proper 
annual charge can only be estimated. 

As practically all bituminous-treated highways were 
constructed during the fiscal year ending March 31, 1932, 
there were no maintenance charges.

“Whereas the cost of unemployment relief has been paid by 
borrowed money and therefore is not responsible for these 
deficits; and 

“Whereas no provision has been made in the Estimates to 
adequately protect the Government Telephone System which 
constitutes our most valuable commercial and social asset; and 


“Whereas it is shown by the Estimates that a considerable 
portion of the reduction in the expenditures has been effected 
by cutting the salaries of the Civil Servants earning less than 
$2,000.00 and in, the dismissal of a number of these, but that a 
proper reduction in the salaries of the highly paid officials of 
the Government has not been made; 


“Therefore this Assembly advises His Majesty’s Government 
to reconsider the Estimates and revise the same for the purpose 
of further reducing the salaries of the highly paid officials and 
to effect greater economies in the administration and to remove 
the probability of another large deficit and to consider methods 
for the proper financing of the Telephone System in order to 
save it from its impending ruin.”

2. Scope of Protection Necessary; 

3. Ways and Means of Keeping Farms Functioning; 
4, The Exemption of Farm Equipment. 


We beg leave to recommend for your consideration: 
FIRST: Bill 19, as at present drafted should be amended: 


(a) To include a Three-Man Board to administer the Act, 
and provision for an appeal to a Supreme Court Judge. 


(b) (g) of Paragraph 3; the present Exemption Act should 
be amended to bring it into conformity with present-day 
conditions. This subsection should be made in harmony 
therewith. 


Section 6, Subsection (d), Line 9, after ‘Resident Farmer” 
strike out balance of subsection and insert “Resident Home 
Owner.” 


Section 7 of the Act ( Line 11, following Debtor and Creditor) 
should be added, “‘but not inconsistent with Section 13.” 


Section 13, we suggest should be amended. Strike out every- 
thing after “Firstly” in the 14th line, and insert the following: 


Firstly: In payment of any sums necessarily borrowed, or 
any sums necessarily expended or debts necessarily incurred by 
the resident farmer in growing and harvesting the crop or any 
money borrowed or expended or debts incurred by the resident 
farmer during the period of six months before the sale of any 
live stock for the purpose of feeding and preparing the same for 
market; together with a sufficient amount of money to provide 
for the necessary subsistence of the resident farmer and his 
family for a period of not longer than until the next ensuing 
harvest. 


Secondly: In paying any taxes owing in respect of the resi- 
dent farmer’s property for the year in which the direction. is 
given; and 


Thirdly: To distribute the balance which shall then remain 
amongst the persons lawfully entitled thereto in such priority 
and in the same manner as if the balance represented the 
gross proceeds of all the crop or live stock sold pursuant to a 
direction given pursuant to this section, and every person who 
has any mortgage, charge or lien upon or any claim to, or inter- 
est in any crop or live stock sold pursuant to any direction shall 
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cease to have any right, title or interest therein of any kind other 
than except the right to share in the proceeds thereof to the 
extent prescribed by this section. 


Part Two of the Act, we suggest be passed in its present 
general form, but we think there should be this addition to the 
Act: A provision whereby any person who wished to make appli- 
cation to the Board, and can show why Part One of the Act has 
effected a hardship on him, that the Debt Adjustment Board 
should be empowered to grant protection as provided in Part 
One of the Act. 


Your Committee further recommends that The Crop Pay- 
ments Act should be brought in conformity with the principles 
laid down in Section 18, of Bill 19. 


Your Committee further begs to recommend that The Exemp- 
tion Act be revised to bring it into conformity with modern 
farming conditions and the purposes of Bill 19. In this connec- 
tion we recommend the following: 


First: Added to 2(c) “in sufficient quantity when converted 
into cash, will provide living necessities, for a period not longer 
than to the next ensuing harvest.” 


Second: 2(d) Strike out the word “Oxen” and change the 
word “four” in the first line to “six” or their equivalent in Motor 
Power, that is, One Tractor Unit, and One Used Car, that has 
been ie use for not less than one year and does not exceed $400 
in value. 


Third: 2(e) Change “four” to ‘‘six” in the second line. Change 
the word “cradle” to “buggy” in the fifth line. Delete the word

The Committee also has considered the question of the free

I beg to present herewith report from the Standing Com- 
mittee on Public Accounts: 


The Resolution calling this Committee together is in the fol- 
lowing terms: 


“Resolution referring to Public Accounts Committee, Thurs- 
day, March 16th, 1933. Moved by Hon. Mr. McPherson, seconded 
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by the Hon. Mr. Brownlee: Resolved, That all matters with refer- 
ence to Highway contracts for years 1931 and 1932 be referred 
to The Public Accounts Committee for consideration, investiga- 
tion and report to this Assembly; 

“And that the Committee be empowered to call such engin- 
eers, officials or contractors as may require to give evidence 
before the Committee.” 


This Committee has held thirteen sittings, and has examined 
a number of witnesses including employees of the Department, 
and now begs to report as follows: 


(1) The Committee find that out of 49 contracts for general 
highway construction for the years 1931 and 1932, nine were 
let by competitive tender, while 40 were let by non-competi- 
tive award. 

With respect to the nine contracts let by tender the evi- 
dence shows that each was awarded to the lowest bidder. 
No question was raised in the Committee with respect to 
these contracts. 

(2) With respect to the remaining 40 contracts, evidence was 
submitted to the Committee by Departmental officials— 
(a) That they were undertaken as part of the Dominion 
Government relief programme for that year. 

(b) That having regard to the date of the announcement of 
the program and the time allowed for completion of the 
work, preliminary surveys could not be completed before 
awarding the contracts. 

(c) That after considering various alternative policies of 
conducting the relief work the policy adopted in awarding 
contracts was decided upon as the most feasible, particularly 
having regard to the extent of the work, the desirability of 
employing at least 60% of local labour, the condition of em- 
ployment available by local farmers, as well as the fact that 
PAT all available contractors would be needed in the 
work. 

(d) The evidence shows that the quantities placed in the 
contracts were only arbitrary figures to show the nature and 
probable extent of the work, and under the terms of the con- 
tract are never used for estimating payments to the contrac- 
tor, such payments being made on final estimates of the En- 
gineer after the work is completed. 

(5) With respect to the said 40 contracts. After hearing all the 
evidence, the Committee is of the opinion— 

(a) That in awarding the said contracts and in the admin- 
istration thereof, the Minister, the Deputy Minister, and the 
other members of his Department acted in good faith, with 
complete honesty, and without any irregularity whatsoever. 
(b) That the records of the Department, fully certified, 
were complete in every detail and readily available to the 
Committee. 

(c) The cost of the work was fair and reasonable in com- 
parison with the cost of the work included in contracts 
awarded by tender during the same period; and in view of 
the fact that these were relief contracts subject to restric- 
tions as to labour employed. 
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(4) Of the said 40 contracts only three were the subject of ex-

tensive inquiry in the Committee, namely: 
(a) Redcliff-Kininvie 

(6b) Onoway 

(c) Pigeon Lake. 


With respect to (a) it was suggested that prices for solid 
and loose rock classifications were high, the solid rock being 
exceeded only by two of the contracts awarded by tender. 
Against this, evidence was produced that— 


1. The work was difficult prairie construction. 


2. That the cost of solid and loose rock (only 500 yards of 
solid rock) formed only a small percentage of the total, and 
that on the larger quantity item of the specification, the costs 
were the same as contracts awarded by tender. 


With respect to (b) local residents were called who ques- 
tioned the solid and loose rock classifications on this project, 
as well as the clearing and grubbing. Other local witnesses 
and officers of the Municipalities refuted this. The Engineer 
also testified in support of all his classifications and was sup- 
ported by the inspecting Engineer. 


1. The Committee finds with respect to clearing and grub- 
bing that the acreage was determined by Engineers’ meas- 
urements, and the amount paid was considered a reasonable 
average price over the entire project by Municipal authori- 
ties. 


2. With respect to classification of materials, we find that 
the practice adopted by the Department is the recognized 
engineering practice followed generally in construction work. 


With respect to (c) the evidence submitted in regard to this 
project was also in regard to classification, and particularly 
in regard to force account work. 


The Engineer on this work upheld his classification, and 
was strongly supported by the inspecting Engineer, a man 
of long experience. 


The Engineer in charge of this work set a flat price for 
all labour which applied to small items in the force account 
as a practical way to average the rates applicable to such 
work. While this left some doubt as to the absolute accuracy 
of the account, the total of such sums is small and any 
organization for checking in greater detail would probably 
not result in a net saving. 


With respect to gravelling, the Committee finds— 
(a) That the pits were tested by competent and experienced 
men. 


(b) That good judgment was exercised in the selection of 
materials to be used, having regard to conditions pertaining 
to each project. 


(c) That there existed adequate organization and supervi- 
sion to ensure the placement of proper material and proper 
amounts on the road.

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Mr. Howson moved as an amendment, seconded by Mr. 
Montgomery: 

That the Report of the Public Accounts Committee laid on 
the table of this Assembly on the 7th day of April, A.D. 1933, 
be not now accepted, adopted or concurred in for the reason that 
it does not properly state the conclusions to be derived from the 
evidence but that it be recommitted to the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee dealing with the subject of Highways with instructions 
that the said Committee has power to amend and be instructed 
to amend the same by striking out all words contained therein 
after the words ‘‘as follows” in line 14 thereof, and that the fol- 
lowing be substituted therefor as the findings, conclusions and 
recommendations of the said Committee on Public Accounts: 

1. The Committee finds that during 1931 and 1932 there were 
fifty contracts granted by the Department of Public Works for 
grading, clearing and grubbing Highways, of which only nine 
were let after tenders had been called for by advertising, and 
the remaining forty-one were given without any competitive 
bids, and it is the opinion, of the Committee that this was im- 
proper. 

2. The Committee finds that the first four contracts for the 
year 1931 were let by tender after advertising for bids, and the 
contracts were signed on the 21st of April, 1931. See the Return 
and evidence of C. A. Davidson. 

3. The Committee finds that the first contract for the year 
1931 let without competitive bids was signed on the 1st of May, 
1931. See the Return and evidence of C. A. Davidson. 

4. The Committee finds that the next five contracts for the 
year 1931 were let by tender after advertising for bids, and the 
contracts for these were all signed before the 23rd of June, 1931. 
See the Return and evidence of C. A. Davidson. 

5. The Committee finds that by comparing the prices paid 
to the one contractor in the case above referred to, let without 
competition with those contracts where there was competition, 
the following:

The Committee therefore finds that the contract let on May 
1st, 1931, on the Kininvie-Redcliff Highway without competitive 
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bids was let at a higher price throughout than those other nine 
contracts let by competitive bids, both before and after the date 
of the Kininvie-Redcliff contract. See the Government Return. 


6. The Committee finds that the contractor in the above con- 
tract was paid the 1930 prices on his 1931 contract although the 
Department knew that the 1931 prices were, on account of the 
conditions in the country, and as the result of tenders already 
obtained, much lower than in 1930. 

7. The Committee finds that in every case where tenders 
were called for by advertising the Government had a contract 
signed up with the contractor before the work was commenced, 
but in twenty-eight cases where no bids were called for, the 
contractor was working on the job before the written contract 
was executed. 

8. The Committee finds that in one case, where there were 
no competitive bids, the contractor was working on the job for 
nearly three months before any written contract was executed. 

9. The Committee finds that in one case, where there were 
no competitive bids, the contractor was working on the job for 
over two months before any written contract was executed. 


10. The Committee finds that in three cases, where there 
were no competitive bids, the contractor was working on the job 
for one month before any written contract was executed. 


11. The Committee finds that the explanation given by the 
Minister of Public Works for awarding contracts without adver- 
tising for tenders, namely on the grounds of haste in having the 
work started, is not satisfactory because the evidence of the 
Highways Commissioner discloses that the work was contem- 
plated as early as April, 1931, and plans for carrying it into 
effect were being made during the several months following and 
the work was not actually commenced until the late summer and 
early autumn months of that year. 

12. The Committee finds that considering the kind of clearing 
that had to be done, much of it by scythe and in many places 
but few trees, the price of clearing in the contracts let without 
tender, namely $20.00 per acre, was exorbitant. 


13. The Committee finds from the evidence that many acres 
of clearing have been paid for at the above price that never 
should have been. allowed. 

14. The Committee finds that considering the kind of grub- 
bing that had to be done, the price of grubbing in the contracts 
let without tender, namely, $25.00 per acre, was exorbitant. 


_ 15. The Committee finds that where both clearing and grub- 
bing were done by contractors where no bids were called for, 
and considering the type of clearing and grubbing and the 
manner in which it was done, the price, namely $45.00 per acre, 
was exorbitant. 

16. The Committee finds that more cubic yardage of solid 
rock was paid for than existed. 

17. The Committee finds that more loose rock was paid for 
than existed. | 

18. The Committee finds that the Department of Public 
Works fixed the price that the contractor should pay for labour, 
namely, 30 cents per hour, on extras, and with the full knowl- 
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edge that this amount was being paid by the contractor yet the 
Department paid the contractor in at least six contracts 40 cents 
per hour for labour where extras were charged. 


19. The Committee finds that the contractor in at least six 
contracts raised, or padded, or boosted the hours that were 
charged for extras by charging for extra half hours, for example 
if three and one-half hours were worked, then the contractor 
charged for four hours and was so paid. 


20. The Committee finds very strong indications of grave 
irregularities in connection with the gravelling contracts where- 
by gravel has been paid for which did not reach the highway. 


The conclusions of your Committee are that— 

(a) It was most irregular, improper and highly improvident 
that the Minister of Public Works should let forty-one out of 
fifty contracts for grading, clearing and grubbing highways with- 
out calling for tenders in 1931 and 1932. 

(b) That thousands and thousands of dollars of the taxpay- 
ers’ money have been thrown away. 

(c) That the administration of the Highway contracts in 
1931 and 1932, especially considering that this was a Relief Pro- 
gramme, was a scandal. 


The debate continued. 


Mr. Payne: moved as an amendment to the amendment, 
seconded by Mr. Duggan: 


That the amendment be amended by striking out all the words 
contained therein after the words ‘‘after the’ in the 9th line 
thereof and substituting therefor the following: 

“Word completed” in the last line of subsection D of Section 
2, and that the following be substituted therefor as the balance 
of the report of the said Committee. 


3. With respect to contracts let without tender, only three 
have been under investigation, viz.: 

(a) Kininvie to Redcliff ; 

(b) Carvel to Onoway and Alberta Beach; 

(c) Wetaskiwin to Pigeon Lake. 


With regard to the remaining contracts let without tender, 
they have not been investigated. We have practically no evidence 
upon which to base any findings. 


4. With respect to Contract No. 5, from Kininvie to Redcliff, 
let to E. O’Connor & Co., of Medicine Hat, we consider this to be 
an improvident contract for the Province, for the following 
reasons: 


(a) Contract was let without tender and the unit prices were 
fixed on the contract given to the same contractor in the 
year 1930, at which time the prices were higher than when 
the contract was let in 1931. 

(b) The average cost per cubic yard paid to the contractor was 
18.4 cents, and is the third highest in cost per cubic yard of 
the entire forty-nine contracts, and the three that exceed this 
all have considerably more solid rock and loose rock, or wet 
excavation and hand-ditching that was classed as loose rock, 
than on Contract No. 5. 
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(c) The three contracts which were higher (or the same) per 
cubic yard than Contract No. 5 had respectively 77, 64 and 
68 per cent. of loose earth excavation, whereas Contract No. 
5 had 94% of its total yardage in loose earth. 

(d) Contract No. 18 (Brooks to Kininvie) which is immediately 
West of Contract No. 5, only cost 12.5 cents per cubic yard, 
and is the fourth lowest of all contracts. 


5. In several contracts for force account a flat rate of 40 cents 
was charged for forced work, and all labourers were paid only 30 
cents per hour by the contractor, which is contrary to the terms 
of the contract in every case. This was done with the knowledge 
of the resident engineer, and also the contractor. More hours 
were charged for on force account than were actually worked by 
the contractor, Western Canada Construction, Limited. 


There is no evidence of any scandal or dishonesty on the part 
of the Minister, the Deputy Minister, the Highway Commissioner, 
or any other official of the Department, although we find Con- 
tract No. 5, from Kininvie to Redcliff, to be an improvident con- 
tract for the Province. 


With respect to clearing and grubbing, that is only part of 
an entire contract, and should be considered with the contract 
as a whole, although the unit price seems excessive. 


We do not think there has been sufficient investigation as ta 
gravelling to make any finding upon same. 


The debate continued.

1. The Committee finds that during 1931 and 1932 there were 
fifty contracts granted by the Department of Public Works for 
grading, clearing and grubbing Highways, of which only nine 
were let after tenders had been called for by advertising, and 
the remaining forty-one were given without any competitive 
bids, and it is the opinion of the Committee that this was im- 
proper. 

2. The Committee finds that the first four contracts for the 
year 1931 were let by tender after advertising for bids, and the 
contracts were signed on the 21st of April, 1931. See the Return 
and evidence of C. A. Davidson. 


3. The Committee finds that the first contract for the year 
1931 let without competitive bids was signed on the Ist of May, 
1931. See the Return and evidence of C. A. Davidson. 


4. The Committee finds that the next five contracts for the 
year 1931 were let by tender after advertising for bids, and the 
contracts for these were all signed before the 23rd of June, 1931. 
See the Return and evidence of C. A. Davidson. 


5. The Committee finds that by comparing the prices paid to 
the one contractor in the case above referred to, let without com- 
petition with those contracts where there was competition, the 
following:

The Committee therefore finds that the contract let on May 
1st, 1931, on the Kininvie-Redcliff Highway without competitive 
bids was let at a higher price throughout than those other nine 
contracts let by competitive bids, both before and after the date 
of the Kininvie-Redcliff contract. See the Government Return. 


6. The Committee finds that the contractor in the above con- 
tract was paid the 1930 prices on his 1931 contract although the 
Department knew that the 1931 prices were, on account of the 
conditions in the country, and as the result of tenders already 
obtained, much lower than in 1930. 


7. The Committee finds that in every case where tenders 
were called for by advertising the Government had a contract 
signed up with the contractor before the work was commenced, 
but in twenty-eight cases where no bids were called for, the 
contractor was working on the job before the written contract 
was executed. 


8. The Committee finds that in one case, where there were 
no competitive bids, the contractor was working on the job for 
nearly three months before any written contract was executed. 


9. The Committee finds that in one case, where there were 
no competitive bids, the contractor was working on the job for 
over two months before any written contract was executed. 


10. The Committee finds that in three cases, where there 
were no competitive bids, the contractor was working on the 
job for one month before any written contract was executed. 
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11. The Committee finds that the explanation given by the 
Minister of Public Works for awarding contracts without adver- 
tising for tenders, namely on the grounds of haste in having the 
work started, is not satisfactory because the evidence of the 
Highways Commissioner discloses that the work was contem- 
plated as early as April, 1931, and plans for carrying it into 
effect were being made during the several months following 
and the work was not actually commenced until the late summer 
and early autumn months of that year. 


12. The Committee finds that considering the kind of clear- 
ing that had to be done, much of it by scythe and in many places 
but few trees, the price of clearing in the contracts let without 
tender, namely $20.00 per acre, was exorbitant. 


13. The Committee finds from the evidence that many acres 
of clearing have been paid for at the above price that never 
should have been allowed. 


14. The Committee finds that considering the kind of grub- 
bing that had to be done, the price of grubbing in the contracts 
let without tender, namely, $25.00 per acre, was exorbitant. 


15. The Committee finds that where both clearing and grub- 
bing were done by contractors where no bids were called for, 
and considering the type of clearing and grubbing and the man- 
ner in which it was done, the price, namely $45.00 per acre, was 
exorbitant. 

16. The Committee finds that more cubic yardage of solid 
rock was paid for than existed. 


17. The Committee finds that more loose rock was paid for 
than existed. 

18. The Committee finds that the Department of Public 
Works fixed the price that the contractor should pay for labour, 
namely, 30 cents per hour, on extras, and with the full knowl- 
edge that this amount was being paid by the contractor yet the 
Department paid the contractor in at least six contracts 40 cents 
per hour for labour where extras were charged. 


19. The Committee finds that the contractor in at least six 
contracts raised, or padded, or boosted the hours that were 
charged for extras by charging for extra half hours, for example 
if three and one-half hours were worked, then the contractor 
charged for four hours and was so paid. 


20. The Committee finds very strong indications of grave 
irregularities in connection with the gravelling contracts where- 
by gravel has been paid for which did not reach the highway. 


The conclusions of your Committee are that 
- (a) It was most irregular, improper and highly improvident 
that the Minister of Public Works should let forty-one out of 
fifty contracts for grading, clearing and grubbing highways with- 
out calling for tenders in 1931 and 19382. 

(b) That thousands and thousands of dollars of the taxpay- 
ers’ money have been thrown away. 

(c) That the administration of the Highway contracts in 
1931 and 1932, especially considering that this was a Relief Pro- 
gram, was a scandal.

The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


Mr. Claypool, from the Standing Committee on Agriculture, 
Colonization, Immigration and Education, presented the follow- 
ing report: 

The Committee on Agriculture, Colonization, Immigration 
and Education beg to report that they have considered the two 
Financial Resolutions referred to them by this Assembly; that 
is the Resolution moved by Mr. Howson: 

“That in the opinion of this Assembly there should be estab- 
lished by the Government of the Dominion of Canada a Federal 
Bank under The Finance Act for the purpose of directing and 
controlling the issue of currency and the extension of credit, and 
particularly for the financing of Provinces and Municipalities on 
the basis— 

(a) That such bank accept the bonds of the Provinces and 
Municipalities at par; 

““(b) That such bank charge the Provinces and Municipalities 
a rate of interest sufficient only to cover the bare costs of 
operation plus a reasonable per cent to build up a safe 
reserve.” 
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And the Resolution moved by Mr. Shield: 

“Be it Resolved, That we reaffirm our approval of the Mone- 
tary Resolution adopted by this Assembly at the preceding Ses- 
sion, and urge upon the Dominion Government the immediate 
adoption of the policies suggested therein, viz.: 

“(a) Complete severance from the Gold Standard; and adher- 
ence to a Sterling Standard of exchange, in co-operation 
with the action taken by the other members of the British 
Commonwealth. 

“(b) A managed Monetary System under National Control.” 

The Committee have, for the purpose of clarity, taken the 
subject matter of these two Resolutions and defined them under 
three headings, which they are referring back to this Assembly 
for consideration. 


The Resolutions are as follows: 

1. Resolved, That in order to mitigate the effect of the present 
economic collapse upon the producers of Canada, this As- 
sembly advocates adherence to the Sterling Standards of 
exchange based upon the equality of $4.86 or more dollars, to 
one British pound; and we further urge active co-operation 
with the other members of the British Commonwealth, under 
the leadership of British monetary policy, in seeking to 
achieve the greatest possible degree of stability in exchange 
rates between the supporting countries. 

2. hesolved, That this Assembly is of the opinion that, in the 

interests of our economic life, the operating control of our 

Monetary System should be transferred to the National Gov- 

ernment. In order to effect this, we would suggest the estab- 

lishment by the Dominion Government, of a Federal Bank, 
charged with the duty of managing and controlling currency ~ 
and credit, so as to further the maintenance of the general 

level of prices, production and: employment in Canada at a 

reasonable and stable level. 

Resolved, That this Assembly views with concern the increas- 

ing difficulty of financing Provincial and Municipal activities. 

Pending a return of stable economic conditions, and the 

restoration of prices to a much higher level, we recommend 

that the Federal Government, through its central bank, or 
otherwise, make finances available to the Provinces and Muni- 
cipalities on the basis:

(a) That the reduction is not sufficient and there is no justifi- 
cation for the domestic rates being 50% higher than the 
export rates and over 30% in excess of the domestic grain 
rates from Fort William to points in Eastern Canada where 
20% reduction on all grades has recently been made. 

(b) That whereas the proposed rates are for certain specified 
low feed grades as approved and graded by the Federal 
Grain Inspectors, there is a serious danger of the farmer 
unknowingly shipping a higher grade, in which case he 
would be compelled to pay the previous excessive rate. 

(c) That the rates on all grains should be similar to the rates 
recently put into effect from Fort William to all points in 
Eastern Canada. 
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(d) That shipments of grain should not be confined to “from 
farmer to feeder” but should include any one wishing to ship 
grain for consumption to any points in British Columbia. 

(e) That persons desiring to ship grain to British Columbia 
should have the privilege of having their cars weighed in 
either Calgary or Edmonton, if they pass through those 
points, without losing the advantage of the reduced rates 
as the suggested tariff requires.
